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INTRODUCTION 

1  INTERN  slides  for  years  have  proved  helpful  in  reenforcing  and  illuminating 
the  talks  of  extension  workers,  vocational  teachers,  institute  speakers,  and 
■  others  engaged  in  presenting  agricultural  information.  Properly  used  a  good 
series  of  lantern  slides,  arranged  with  special  reference  to  the  story  to  be  told, 
helps  the  speaker  to  convince  his  audience.  The  new  extension  worker,  especially, 
finds  that  a  properly  arranged  series  of  slides  telling  a  definite  story  is  of  inestimable 
benefit  in  giving  his  first  talks. 

In  meeting  the  demand  for  lantern  slides  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension 
Work,  in  cooperation  with  subject-matter  bureaus  of  the  department,  has  pre- 
pared and  made  available  for  the  use  of  extension  workers  169  series  of  lantern 
slides,  each  series  covering  some  important  phase  of  a  farm  or  farm-home  activity. 
The  series  are  accompanied  by  lists  of  descriptive  legends  and,  for  the  most  part, 
by  supplementary  notes  explaining  the  thought  to  be  brought  out  by  each  slide 
and  designed  to  aid  in  the  presentation  of  the  subject  illustrated. 

Until  recently  lantern  slides  have  been  made  entirely  of  glass.  A  new  com- 
mercial invention,  however,  of  putting  slide  series  on  motion-picture  film  has 
already  found  considerable  educational  use.  Such  lantern-slide  subjects  on  film, 
or  film  strips,  as  they  are  called,  are  unbreakable  and  cheaper  than  the  standard 
glass  slides,  and  their  light  weight  makes  them  easier  to  handle  and  less  expensive 
to  ship. 

In  view  of  their  popularity  the  loan  collection  of  existing  glass  lantern-slide 
series  is  being  supplemented  by  film  strips  for  the  use  of  those  who  have  film-strip 
projectors  or  equipment  which  will  adapt  the  regular  projectors  to  their  use.  The 
existing  collection  of  slide  series  available  in  this  form  will  be  enlarged  from  time 
to  time. 

Information  regarding  equipment  for  the  projection  of  either  glass  slides  or  film 
strips  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension 
Work,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  LANTERN  SLIDES 

IANTERN-SLIDE  series  are  primarily  for  the  use  of  extension  workers,  and 
J  application  should  be  made  by  or  through  the  State  director  of  extension  to 
*  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work,  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Washington,  D.  C.  As  the  number  of  copies  of  the  series  which  are 
available  is  inadequate  to  meet  all  demands,  it  is  suggested  that  application  for 
slides  be  made  as  far  in  advance  of  the  loan  period  as  possible  and  that  several 
alternative  choices  of  subject  be  specified.  The  proposed  use  of  the  lantern  slides 
should  be  indicated  in  the  application  'for  loan. 
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Lantern-slide  series  are  lent  on  condition  that  the  borrower  agrees  to  pay- 
transportation  charges  both  ways.  The  State  extension  service  will  not  be  held 
responsible  for  breakage  in  glass  slides  or  damage  to  film  strips  during  outgoing 
shipment,  but  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  incurred  during  use  or  during 
return  shipment. 

The  Forest  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  a  collection  of  45 
sets  of  colored  lantern  slides,  prepared  for  use  with  lecture  outlines,  which  it 
distributes  independently  of  theOmce  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work.  Fourteen 
subjects  on  general  forestry  and  related  activities,  including  the  administration  of 
the  national  forests,  are  covered  by  this  material.  In  addition,  the  Forest  Service 
has  a  large  collection  of  miscellaneous  slides  from  which  it  lends  material  on  forest 
management,  lumbering,  reproduction,  reforestation,  forest  types,  utilization, 
forest  fires,  diseases  and  injuries,  erosion  and  stream  flow,  grazing,  game  on  the 
national  forests,  and  other  related  subjects. 

Application  for  this  material  should  be  made  direct  to  the  Forest  Service, 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  It  is  lent  on  the 
same  conditions  as  are  the  slides  sent  out  by  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension 
Work.

Periods  of  loan  should  be  no  longer  than  necessary.  When  a  series  of  slides  is 
requested  by  a  State  director  of  extension  for  the  exclusive  use  of  an  individual 
county  extension  agent,  the  loan  period  will  ordinarily  be  limited  to  one  month 
and  the  slides  will  be  sent,  if  desired,  direct  to  the  individual  for  whose  use  they 
are  requested.  However,  when  a  definite  plan  of  use  is  provided  by  the  State 
extension  service  borrowing  the  slides  and  a  schedule  is  submitted  showing  their 
routing  around  the  State,  they  may  be  kept  for  a  period  of  three  months.  Any 
extension  of  loan  period  must  be  by  special  arrangement  in  advance.  At  the 
expiration  of  the  loan  period,  slides  and  film  strips  must  be  returned  promptly  and 
in  good  condition  by  prepaid  express  or  parcel  post,  if  glass  slides,  or  by  mail  if 
film  strips.  Extension  workers  who  have  the  use  of  the  penalty  privilege  may 
return  film  strips  by  frank.  When  the  slides  are  returned,  a  report  should  be 
submitted  which  gives  the  number  of  meetings  at  which  the  slides  or  film  strips 
were  used  and  the  attendance  at  such  meetings. 

HOW  TO  PURCHASE  LANTERN-SLIDE  SERIES 

FILM  STRIPS 

A  RRANGEMENTS  have  been  made  whereby  extension  workers  or  other 
-ZjL  individuals,  institutions,  or  organizations  may  be  authorized  by  the  Depart' 
ment  of  Agriculture  to  purchase  prints  of  lantern-slide  series  on  motion-picture 
film  from  a  commercial  manufacturer  at  contract  prices,  which  were  arrived  at  as 
a  result  of  competitive  bids.  These  film  slides  are  on  standard  width  (1%  inches 
or  35  millimeters),  slow-burning  motion-picture  stock  and  their  shipment  is  subject 
to  the  same  regulations  that  cover  the  shipment  of  motion-picture  films. 

Prices  of  film  strips  are  very  reasonable  and  include  a  metal  container  for  each 
individual  strip.  Prices  will,  of  course,  vary  from  year  to  year  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  new  contracts  which  are  awarded  for  each  fiscal  year  as  the 
result  of  competitive  bidding.  The  name  and  address  of  the  company  having 
the  contract  and  the  current  prices  of  the  available  film  strips  may  be  obtained 
upon  application  to  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  concern  holding  the  contract  is  not  authorized  to  sell  prints  of  the  depart- 
ment lantern-slide  series  on  film  strips  without  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Such  approval  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  and  returning  to 
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the  O&ce  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work  a  blank  form  in  which  it  is  certified  (1) 
that  no  change  will  be  made  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  film-slide  series  without 
the  approval  of  the  department,  (2)  that  credit  to  the  department  will  be  retained, 
and  (3)  that  no  commercial  advertising  matter  will  be  added  or  inserted  in  the 
film  strips.  The  order,  however,  should  be  sent  direct  to  the  concern  holding  the 
contract  at  the  same  time  the  blank  requesting  approval  to  purchase  is  forwarded 
to  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work.  The  order  will  be  filled  as  soon  as 
the  concern  is  notified  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  all  conditions  have 
been  satisfactorily  met.  Copies  of  the  blank  which  should  be  used  for  requesting 
approval  and  the  price  list  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Cooperative 
Extension  Work. 

GLASS  SLIDES 

IANTERN-SLIDE  series  on  standard  glass  slides  may  be  purchased  by  those 
^  extension  workers  or  other  persons  who  do  not  have  film-strip  projectors  or 
adapters.  The  purchase  of  glass  slides,  as  well  as  film  strips,  is  contingent  on  the 
purchaser  agreeing  that  no  change  in  subject  matter  will  be  made  without  approval 
that  credit  to  the  department  will  be  retained,  and  that  no  commercial  advertising 
will  be  added.  A  current  price  list  of  glass  slides  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 

FILM  STRIPS  FROM  STATE  MATERIAL 

EXTENSION  workers  who  desire  to  have  their  own  photographs  or  drawings 
reproduced  in  the  form  of  lantern-slide  series  on  film  strips  may  have  this 
done  by  various  commercial  firms  which  are  equipped  to  do  this  type  of  work. 
The  department,  however,  has  a  contract  with  a  firm  to  do  this  work,  and  exten- 
sion workers  who  desire  to  have  their  own  film  strips  made  up  can  take  advantage 
of  the  contract.  The  name  and  address  of  this  firm  can  be  obtained  from  the  Office 
of  Cooperative  Extension  Work.  Prices  will  vary  from  year  to  year  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1930,  the  price 
for  a  film-strip  negative  and  one  positive  print  made  up  in  this  manner  is  25  cents 
per  frame.  This  would  amount  to  $10  for  a  negative  and  one  positive  of  a  series 
containing  40  frames  or  slides.  Additional  positive  prints  made  from  these  nega- 
tives may  be  purchased  at  a  small  additional  cost.  Definite  prices  may  be  obtained 
upon  application  to  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work.  Before  submitting 
material  to  be  made  into  film  negatives,  it  would  be  advisable  to  write  to  this 
office  and  obtain  the  requirements  regarding  size  of  photographs,  mounting,  and 
the  like,  in  order  that  the  firm  may  do  work  of  the  best  possible  quality.
